By PAUL E. SVOBODA 
Detroit, May 26 — (UP) — Po- 
lice grilled a striking Ford Motor 
Company worker today who bab- 
bled drunkenly about, the -"Reuther 
shooting" 
hours,. 
before1

attempted assassination of Victor 
Reuther, brother of the auto union 
president. 


Charles Barabash, 47, was 
ar- 


rested at a tavern after a tipster 
told police he heard 
him talking 


wildly about "Reuther being shot" 
before twin shotgun blasts ripped 
into the face and shoulder of the 
UAW official. 


Held overnight, police said Bar- 
abash still was "in a drunken fog " 
which hindered their questioning. 


When asked why he talked about 


.a shooting, the long-time Ford em- 
iploye replied: 


"I heard it 
somewhere 
from 
someone, but, I don't know who." 


Although Questioned at 
length 


Barbash's shoe heels did 
not 


match the print found outside Reu- 
ther's home. He also does 
not 


own a car. A getaway car raced 
away from the shooting.

Years of Work 


Washington, May 25 — (JP) —Thc 
Hoover commission today wound 
up two years of work wilh an ur- 
3ent appeal to congress to 
give 


President Truman the fullest pos- 
sible power to reorganize the gov- 
ernment. 


"We cannot afford to lose this 


opportunity to put the operation of 
;he federal government on a sound 
and efficient basis," the 12-man bi- 
partisan commission declared 
in 
its final report to congress. 


"The tremendous financial bur 


den of government on our people 
today makes it imperative, that mil 
value be received for the taxpay 
ers' dollar." 


The group headed 
by 
former 
President Herbert Hoover 
asked 
the lawmakers to — 


1. Let the president present plans 


for a thorough modernization of 
the 
huge 
federal 
establish 
ment witnout hampering him by 
exempting certain agencies. 


2. Let his proposals take effect 
unless the senate and house both 
disapprove them within 60 days. 


3. Take the hand of congress out 


of administrative fields, thus free 
ing the executive branch of pres- 
ent restrictions..

In the last few months, the com- 


mission — set up by congress in 
1947 — has offered some 277 rec- 
ommendations, 
with

"There is perhaps no time

Arkansas Flood 
Control Work 
Discussed 


Washington, May 26 — (/P)— Ar- 


guments on four proposed Arkansas 
flood control and irrigation proj- 
ects were heard by the house pub- 
lic works committee yesterday. 


The projects are: 
A $25,900,000 flood control and ir- 


rigation work in the Grand Prairie 
rice region; 


Flood protective work on the St. 
Francis and Little rivers at an es- 
timated cost of $51,100,000; 


Deepening the channel and sta- 


bilizing the bed of the Cache river 
at a cost of $22,750,000; and 


A $430,000 levee to protect Calion, 


Ark., 
from 
flood waters 
of 
the 
Ouachita river. 


Controversy developed over 
the 
Grand Prairie project. 


Assistant 
reclamation Commis- 


sioner Wesley R, Nelson declared 
that the interior'department would 
favor 
the 
$20,000,000 
irrigation 
phase of the work only if the de- 
partment can construct and oper 
ate it. 


He said 
plans 
formulated 
by 
army engineers 
are 
inconsistent 
with national policy. 


The irrigation project was sup- 
ported by Brig. Gen. Peter A. Fer- 
mga, president of the Mississippi 
River commission, and Rep Nor- 
rel of Arkansas. 


The project would involve taking 


water from the White river and 
sending it by irrigation ditches to 
the rice region, where the under- 
ground water supply is said to be 
diminishing. Local interests would 
be required to pay 60 per cent of 
the cost of the work. 


The flood control phase of the 


work involves expenditure of $5 - 
900 000 for drainage and flood con- 
trol on Bayou Meto, which drains 
part of tho rice area. This work 
would be financed almost entirely 
by the federal government. 


In pleading for the St. Francis 


project, Rep. Gainings of Arkan- 
sas told thc committee that the 
river's valley "is the bread basket 
of Arkansas." The project, he said 
would protect 500,000 persons and 
2,000,000 acres of land. 


Another Arkansas representative 
Mills, said the Cache river is very 
shallow and in flood time spreads 
over a very wide area. For this 
reason, 
he argued, 
thc channel 


should be enlarged and deepened 
and the bed should be stabilized.

Those people who have passed a 
kidney stone and have had 
other 


painful experiences usually say that 
the stone is the worst pain that 
they ever had. Certainly, the pain 
is terrific; sometimes, however, a 
kidney stone can be passed without 
any pain whatever. 


Kidney stones are 
not really 
stones at all, but are 
groups of 


crystals which form into round or 
(irregularly shaped 
balls. 
They 


start inside just above the passage- 
way leading from the kidney 
in 


, the space just above the passage- 
| way leading from the kidney' to the 
i bladder. When such stones start to 


move down the passageway or ure- 
ter, they scrape and irritate the 
tender walls of'the passage. This 
causes painful spasm 
and the 


bleeding which is usually present. 
Of course, if the stone fills the ute- 
ter 
entirely, 
it 
blocks 
the 


flow of urine from the 
kidney 
and causes the urine to back 
up 


behind the stone, thus producing 
further complications. 
Salt Disturbance 
Some disturbance • of 
unknown 
cause in the excretion of 
certain 
salts which,are ordinarily 
carried 
m a liquid form in the urine is the 
most probable reason for 
kidney 


stones.Deficiency of vitamins,slow- 
ing of circulation in. the 
kidneys 


and chronic infection seem also to 
be at fault at least in some cases. 
There are at least two stages in 


the treatment of kidney stones.The 
first is to care for the 
immediate 


paiji and: o|her sjwnptpms. go far as 
the pain is concerned, this 
in 


volves the liberal use of pain-kil- 
ing drugs. As soon as possible, the 
stone must be assisted to leave the 
point at which it is stuck, as it may 
damage the passageway or the kid- 
ney itself. In locating the stone, the 
X-ray is, of course, of tremendous 
value. 


It is not enough simply 
to get 


over the immediate effects 
of a 


kidney stone. The stone should be 
studied for its chemical 
makeup. 


When this is done, it 
often be- 


comes possible for the 
physician 
to recommend a 
diet or other 


measures which will help to pre- 
vent the formation 
of additional 
stones.

The ad- 
ministration provided half the food 
required, and the Chinese Nation- 
alist government undertook to get 
the other half, buying it from the 
Asiatic rice-growing countries like 
Burma, and from the countryside 
near Shanghai.

munist-held areas. Therefore, un- 
less there is some change in this 
policy, the supplies must now halt. 


The ECA has figured on main-

Nothing has 
gone into the city during the past 
woetc, owing to the Red siege, and 
so .there may be. about a 
three- 
week supply on hand. 


After that — what? Even if the 
ECA continued to function, the task 
of securing sufficient food would 
be terrific, especially in view of 
crippled communications.

Shanghai get really hungry, 
the 


situation would be appalling.

Shanghai, May 25 WP),—The battle 


of Shanghai roared toward a "cli- 
max tonight on the road to '•'Woo- 
sung, where .the fleeing garrison' is 
fighting to escape,by sea.'

Violent 'Communist cannonading, 
turned on Wobsuttg fortress and its 
approaches to cut 
off 
retreat, 
shook this 
great.

:hrout;hout its first night under the 
Red banner. 


The whole horizon to the north 
burst into flame. The beaten Na- 
tionalists were believed tq be blow- 
ing up fuel, bomb and ammunition 
dumps in their withdrawal through 
the Red barrage. 


Mortrar fire and the hammer of 
town Shanghai.

H was a night far stormier than 
any of the three-weeks siege.

of Shanghai. 


(Canton; the refugee capital in 
South China, was deep in gloom. A 
dispatch from, there said officials 
believe Canton will be the

All communications were cut off 
to Woosung, 10 miles north 
of 
Shanghai. It was impossible to tell 
if the Nationalists were making 
good on this Oriental "Dunkerque." 


All Tuesday night thousands of 
Nationalist soldiers, 
trucks 
and 
guns rolled north toward Woosung. 
A large number of Nationalist ships 
were assembled there, waiting to 
take them off. 


After the garrison left the Com- 
munists came.
